Olive, 2908-10; lot 100x131; improved, 
two depreciated bulldings; $17,500. 

Olive, 3218-30; lot 139x171; dilapidat- 
ed one-story building; price, $30,000. 

Olive, 3219-21-23-25-25A; lot 92x100; 
Price, $25,000. And numerous others 
with similar exorbitant prices. 

I doubt if the records wil) show any

The four 
Frenchmen were killed. tenick’s 
right arm was shattered, a gash
